Ne , ILLIAM By the Grace of God, King of dreat · Jritain, France 
. , and Ireland, Defender of the Faith; te Our Lyon King at 
F Arms, and his Brethren Heraulds, Macers ot Our Privy 
Y* Council, Purſevants, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in 
TI? that part, Conjunctly and ſeverally, ſpecially Confficute, 
Greeting; Foraſmuchas, We by Our Proclamation, of the Date the f1x- 
tenth Dey of March laſt by paſt, with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy 
Council, did Adjourn the current Parliament of this Our ancient Kingdom, 
to the twenty firſt Day of Fly next to come: And whereas the preſent ſtate 
ot Oar Afﬀairs, doth not require the Meeting of Our Farliament, ſo ſoon as 
the ſaid Day to which it is Adjourned - Therefore, We with Advice of rhe 
ſaids Lords of Our Privy Council, do Continue the ſaid Adjournment trom 
the ſaid Day, to the twenty fixth Day of Aagaſt next, And being deſi- 
rous to prevent the unneceſſary Trouble and Charges that rhe Members of 
Parliament may be put to, byKrending the ſaid twenty firſt Day of F#/ynext; 
Do hereby wich Advice foretaid, Adjourn Our ſaid current Parliament, un- 
til the ſaid twenty ſixth Day of Auguſt, next enſuing the Date hereof, Re- 
quiring all the Members of Our ſaid Parliament, to attend that Day in the u- 
ſual way, and under the Certifications contained in the ſeveral Acts of Par- 
liament made thereazent, Our Will is herefore, And We Charge you ſtrict- 
ly, and Command, That Incontineat theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye piſs to the 
Mercat-Croſs of Z4inburgh, and to the Mercat- Croſſes of the remanent Head- 
burghs of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries of this Our ancient Kingdom, 
And there by open Proclamation, make Intimation that our ſaid Parlia: 
ment is Adjourned to the ſaid twenty ſixth Day of Auge next to come, 
and Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed. 
Givex under Our Signet at Edinburgh the thirtieth Day of June, And of our 
Reign the eighth Tear, 1696, 
Per Atum Dominorum Secreti Concilii.
